'If buried In sack cloth, as will 


be found to be the case in thousands 
of instances of battle-area burials, 
the body/and some of the ground 
around it will be laid on a rubber 
sheet and sprayed with a chemical 
solutton until all the dirt and ex- 
traneous matter is washed away. In 
any event, any detail that is at all 
likely to be of interest will be noted 
on the bill of shipment which in 
three ways follows that body until it 
is delivered into the custody of its 
nearest kin, one copy going with the 
convoyer, one to Washington and the 
other being retained as a part ot the 
record of the 6.
